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INTRODUCTION 


The Greensboro Atlas is a general-purpose 
volume designed to serve the needs of every- 
one concerned with the various functions of 
Greensboro — incoming as well as present 
residents, prospective industrial firms, con- 
vention site-seeking groups and commercial 
enterprises. The twelve maps in the Greens- 
boro Atlas have been selected to portray some 
of Greensboro’s essential aspects of interest 
to all of these groups. Each of the maps is 
intended to stand by itself and, therefore, text 
explanation has been held to a minimum.

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GREENSBORO IN ITS REGIONAL SETTING 


The City of Greensboro is located in the 
rapidly developing Southeast, approximately 
midway between Baltimore, Maryland and 
Atlanta, Georgia. Greensboro is a major urban 
center of North Carolina’s Piedmont Cres- 
cent—the most urbanized and industrialized 
sector of the State. With a population of 
583,900 (1966), its SMSA is the largest in 
the Carolinas and the second largest between 
Washington and Atlanta. 


Greensboro’s economy is dominated by 
manufacturing, which employs nearly one- 
third of the labor force. For the Greensboro 
area, textiles account for one-third of the 
manufacturing employees, apparel for one- 
tenth, and food for one-twelfth. Machinery 
and metal fabricating industries are among 
the fastest growing segments of manufactur- 
ing. Greensboro’s manufacturing plants tend 
to be nationally market oriented with two- 
thirds of its products being distributed na- 
tionally. 


Important regional community facilities 
exist in Greensboro. The Coliseum-Auditorium 
provides facilities for shows, concerts, opera, 
sports events, conventions and exhibits, and 
plays host to more than 600,000 visitors an- 
nually. Recreational activities include boating, 
fishing, museums, professional baseball and 
hockey, a public parks and recreation pro- 
gram, golf courses galore and the ‘‘GGO,”’ 
the largest PGA golf tournament on the win- 
ter tour. Greensboro’s five colleges and uni- 
versities provide educational and cultural 
opportunity for more than 12,000 students 


and for the people of the region. A varied 
theatrical and arts program provides numer- 
ous opportunities for relaxation and cultural 
enrichment. 


The retailing function of Greensboro is of 
significance with the city’s establishments 
serving a trading area of more than thirty 
miles in radius. Department stores—Belks, 
Meyers, Sears Roebuck and Co., Thalhimers 
—are major retailing units. Sears Roebuck 
and Co. operates a regional catalog sales and 
distribution center in Greensboro. The multi- 
story office buildings—Edgeworth, Guilford, 
Jefferson Standard, Southeastern and 
Wachovia—contain a variety of services. Ex- 
cellent low-cost parking facilities are available 
in either parking garages or parking lots as 
well as on-the-street parking. Major shopping 
centers which have excellent accessibility via 
high-speed or limited access thoroughfares 
from all residential neighborhoods ring the 
central business district. 


Transportation facilities are excellent with 
highway connections via Interstate Routes 85 
and 40, rail service via the Southern Railway 
System, truck service terminals, inter-as well 
as intra-city bus service, and air service by 
Eastern, United and Piedmont Air Lines. 


Greensboro’s' residentiai developments 
range from the older-established neighbor- 
hood to the newly-developing suburb. Multi- 
family housing, both apartments and town- 
houses, are quite adequate. Planning and zon- 
ing have enabled the construction of aesthet- 
ically pleasing housing in the urban complex.
